„His Royal Highnels with the Army encammed 
the 15th at Nairn, and the Rebels hoping to fur. 
priſe him there, marched within Ihrer Miles of ur 
Camp; but upon Intelligence that our Drums were 


beating, in order to march to attack them, they re- 


tired to the Ground they had choſen to engage us 
in, which was a Moor near to the Houle of Culo- 
den. His Royal Highneſs marched thither tae 
16th, and came up with the Rebels about one t- 
ternoon. The Action begun by the Fire of che He- 
bels Cannon, which ours anſwered with Succus, 


with great Fxecution. The RevoFBy Gp nm, 24 fat 
loſt aN Vid ande dle Pub. moors 4 "G0; 
We have 222 French, and 226 Rebels Prikes: 
beſides Officers. We took 12 Cannon, a grcat 
Deai o Ammunition, and about 2405 Firelock ;. 
Our Lois was 30 Officers and Soldicrs killed, and 
250 wounded.

Officers of Note are taken, and many of the High-. 


land Chiefs are Killed. This great Ever, under 
Gd, is entirely the Work of his Roya! Highline. 
The Diſpoſition, and ordering the Execution 
of it was all his own. To Day Lord Cromarty 
and his Son, with Len other Officers, and 159 
Men, taken by the Sutherland Militia, were brought 
into Inverness aboard the Hound Sloop.

ment on their Left; but the Regiments on our 
Right, where his Royal Highn-ls was, did not take 
their Firelocks from their Shoulders, tho? the Re- 
bels came down firing their Pittols, and brandiſhing 
their Swords, three times, within leſs than one hun- 
dred Yards, yet they dared not to attack us, but 
went off without attempting.any Thing. The Re- 
bels Loked upon themſelves as quite covered on 
their Right-wing by the Walls of a Park ; but the 
Generals Hawley aud Bland, with that Part of our 
Cavalry that was poſted on our Left, got through 
theſe Walls, by the Aſſiſtance of the Campbells, 
who made feveral Openings for them, and at- 
tacked their Right-wing, and made great Slaugh- 
ter; and at the fame time the Horſe from our 
Right attacked their Left-flank, ſo that our Caval- 
ry met in their Centre. By this Time, (wich was net

they were quite routed, and the Horie had Orders 
to purſue, which they did for above Three Miles,
